And.in the third chapter, which 
contairis the forms of the Cha bérlain’s-ayr, the fink 
thing to be done after fencing ta¢ Court, is, to call the 
Bailies and Serjeants to be. challenged and accufed 
from the time of the laft ayr. 

This office, dangerous by excefs of powets being 
fuppreiTed, the Royal Boroughs were left in a {tate oi 
anarchy. ‘The magiftracy, being now no longer un- 
der any check or controul, was coveted by noblemen 
and gentlemen in the neighbourhood ; who, uadex 
the name of office-bearers, laid their hands on ,the 
revenues of thé Borough, and converted a!l to their 
own profit, ‘This corruption was heavily complaived 
of if the reign of James V.; and a remedy was pro:

The greateft evil of all, refpects the choice of théir 
reprefentatives in Parliament. A habit of riot and ia. 
temperance, makes them fic fubjeéts to be corrupted, 
by every adventurer who is willing to-lay ot money 
for purchafing a feat ia Parliament, Hence the infa- 
mous practice of bribery at eléctions, which tends not 
only to corrupt the whole mafs of the people, but, 
which is {till more dreadful, tends to the Hoafe 
of:Commons with men of diffolite manners, void of 
probity and honour. 

But turning from ftenes fo difmal, let us view the 
beautiful effects that refult, from an adminiltration re- 
gularly carried on, as direéted by the fatutes above 
mentioned, The revenues of he Royal Boroughs 
are fuppofed to be above 4oj000 |. yearly.
